THE SCAFFOLD.

A Frightful Sceme— Despornte Efforts of
s Wife-Murderer to Avert His Fate,

A letter Lo the New York Herald from Salls-
bury, N, C,, June 26, says:—

A mosl exciling speciacle has been witnessed
here Lo-day in the publie executlon of Rafas
Ludwig for the killing of his wife, to whowm he
pad been married only eleven daya,

On the 24th of May, 1567, Hafus was moarried
to Milly Campbell, n poor but virtuous girl, re-
slding with ber widowed mother in the south-
eastern part of this county., He at onoe look
her to the house of hiy owu parents, who, witi
thelr daughter Jane, & yvoung woman of bad
character, lived only about flye miles from the
house of Hulus' motber-in-laws In the coarse
of two weeks efterwards the brotber of the
murdered woman went to visit her and ascer-
twined from bner busbaond's famlly that she
bad begn missing sloce the dith of
June, which was Tuesday, Her husvand, Ruafus,
sald she bad gone on Lhat day to her mother's,
with the intention of remalning a week, and
that he had supposed her to be Lhere—whnioch,
however, the brother informed him bad not
been the eake. The nelghbornood was sl once
aroused aud commenced & searoh lor the miss.
ing suuug wife. This search was uusucoessial
lor s week,

Busplcions were at once exclied that she had
been foully dealt with, and the peaulinr de-
meanor and eonduct of the husbaund and hils
furully caused these susplelons to be dirested
towards them , and abous the 7th of June tafas
end bis motbher and sister Jane were arrestad.
The two latter were admitted to ball, but Rafas
was 1ully eommitied to jall on the charge of
baviog perpeirated the erimeof murder, though
u8 y el lhere was no dead body found. Oathe
11th of June the body was found in
Urene oreck, near its  jaunctlon  with
the Yadkin river, and then were revealed
all the marks of & muarder mogt fonl and dia-
bolleal, The body had been preserved from
decomposition to a conslderable degree, by ln-
metsion nnder the water, and the canse of Lhe
denth was plainly visible. A bullet had enterad
the left temple jast Al the base of the braln,
close in front of the ear, and ranging dowaos-
wards passed through the back of the moatn
and oul at the lower mlﬁa aof the rigbt under-
jaw, bresaklog the jaw bone. There were two
goasbes of a knife on the throst—one of Ltnem
somewhat shallow and lnsafliclent to produoce
deatb; the other almost from ear Lo ear, And
necessarily mortal. The spot whera the body
was found was a seoluded one, perhaps a mile
from the house where Rofus snd hls pareals
lived,

Ludwig was flnally convioted of the erlme and
executed, The scene it the seafold, one of the
most frightful on record, I8 thue desoribed; —
The lnstant he tonohed the platform w most
exiraordinary and exciting soene ensuad. He
at once made a wild plange forward wilh the
intention of leaping off the platform on the
farther side, and with the evident purpose of
maoking & break and 4 desperate endeavor Lo
yash his way through the crowd and sscaps his
{mpund!lm doom. Notoing could be more
hopeless than such an effort, a8 woald be mani-
fest to nny reflecting mind. Bat Ladwlg had
ceased to reflect; he only felt the anlmal Instiol
of self-preservation, To submit was death,
To struggle wns no more than death. He
succeeded In  throwing his  feet  and
lega oft Lhe latform, but the two
oflicers haviug old of his arms and
shoulders held fust and pulling him backward
hefell with the upper part of nls back still on
the platform, his legs and part of his body still
projecting over the edge. Several of Lhe gearest
officers m“uw guard at onoe rushed o the as«
slstance of the Buerlf, and lald hold of Lud-
wlg's lege, endeanoring to shove him backward
on the piatform. But the prisoner ul.rugglcd
wilh slmost saperhuman sirengith, Witn all
the vigor of his powerful and muscalar rrnn‘ae.
nerved by despalr, he wrestled with fale. For
a long time he nttered no word, but with con.
vulsive and rapld movements of arms and legs
strove to wrench himself from the grasp of
the elght or ten men who now had hold orbim,

A tbhiill of awe and horror ran through the
immense assembiage, and it swayed o and fro
like & forest shaken by a mighty wind, Some
turped and fled from the awful apsetacle] ex-
clatontlops of excltement and terror broke
forth  from others; women &nod negroes
shileked. Buoh ascene & not often wilnedsed
in this world, But thoge whose duty It was to
aot remalpned oalm and cool. Toe guard, most
of wuom had been old Confederate soldiers,
simply brough® thelr muskels Lo & “ready,
and stuod as serene as tney were wont to do in
recent Mimes of real dapger, And stlll the
atruggle went on, one against ten; and It sesmed
Al Limes almost ltke the despalring wreloh
would succeed Lo freelng Dlmsel! rom the pows-
er ul posse who were holding him, The noose
wiis two feet above bis hend as he lay, and pow.
